We need a national structure and 'd 
like to think that we here in Victoria can take a leading 
role in shaping and implementing that process,” says 
an enthused Hollingsworth. 

“We are taking part in a discussion group after the up- 
coming National Youth Championships to crystalise

Serie A’s big boys Juventus, AC Milan, Fio- 
rentina and Lazio are in danger of relega- 
tion into Serie B 


By the time you are reading this, Italy may 
have won their 4th World Cup, no doubt 
sending the country into wild celebrations. 
A feat that is remarkable in itself but made 
even more remarkable given the scandal over 
match fixing that has exploded back home in 
Rome. 

Thursday the 29th of June saw what some are 
describing as the biggest bribery and corruption 
trial in Italian sport’s history, begin at Rome's 
Olympic stadium, Retired judge, Cesare Ruperto 
‘opened proceedings in what has become known 
as the “Clean Feet” affair. The FIGC — Italian 
football's governing body has set up the trial 
to investigate allegations that some clubs have 
used underhanded tactics to influence match out- 
comes such as the appointment of referees to the 
issuing of yellow cards. 

The scandal broke in May, when phone taps 
recorded former Juventus President, Luciano 


Cristiano Ronaldo has confirmed he plans to leaye 
Manchester United this summer, with Real Madrid 
still the most likely destination for the twinkle-toed 
Portuguese winger. Ronaldo’s house in Cheshire 
has been targeted by vandals since his altercation 
with Wayne Rooney at the World Cup, prompting 
this comment after Portugal’s loss to Germany in 
the third-place play-off. 

The circum- 
stances are not right to keep playing in Manchester. In 
two or three days 1 will decide where to go. Lalways 
said I wanted (0 play in Spain. Nobody stood up for 
me at Manchester, although I did not do anybody any 
harm.” 


United teammate Ruud van Nistelrooy is also 
headed for the exit at Old Trafford, although his 
destination is far less clear, Both Newcastle United 
and Bayern Munich this week joined the race for 
his services —both clubs on the verge of tabling firm 
offers for the Dutch striker — while elsewhere it has 
been reported that Réal Madrid is in the hunt if it 
meets United’s £16m asking price. 


‘Newcastle's interest in van Nistelrooy comes hot on 
the heels of its apparent failure to lure David Beckham 
to St James’ Park on a £120,000-per-week deal. Beck- 
ham’s management has denied that a meeting with 
Newcastle chairman Freddy Shepherd ever took place 
and re-affirmed the former England captain’s desire to 
stay at the Bemnabau under new boss Fabio Capello. 


Capello, and newly elected Real Madrid president 
Ramon Calderon, have wasted no time in framing 
‘their wish list for the coming season. News this week 
that a firm £22m offer has already been tabled for 
Cristiano Ronaldo, was followed by a declaration 
that Arsenal duo Cese Fabregas and Ashley Cole 


Moggi, discussing the appointment ofreferees 
considered by the club to be more likely to of- 
ficiate in a manner more advantageous to “La 
Vechia Signora” — The Old Lady - with FIGC 
officials. As a result of the allegations, Moggi 
and the whole board of the Turin giant resigned 
their positions. 

While many observers see Juventus as being at 
the centre of the scandal, which broke in May, 
other clubs as well as FIGC officials were soon 
to be accused in the ensuing investigations. 
Lazio, Fiorentina and AC Milan have all been 
caught in the net, alleged to have been partici- 
pants in similar match influencing activities. In 
fact the number of those accused swelled daily 
from when the original scandal broke in May to 
force the FIGC to take action in the form of a 
trial. 

The trial date svas set for Thursday 29th June, 
smack-bang in the middle of the Azzurri’s World 
Cup campaign. The fact that Lippi’s men have 
been able to focus on the task at hand, fighting 
their way through close contests to advance their 
way to the World Cup final, is testimony to the 
fortitude of the squad. To make matters even 
more challenging for the players, two days be- 
fore the trial was due to commence, Gianlucca 
Pessotto, a former Juventus player and team- 
mate to many of the current national squad play- 
ers and officials, who was appointed Juventus’s 
team manager in the wake of the match-fixing 
allegations, fell from a window three-storeys up, 
clutching rosary beads, at the club’s headquar- 
ters in Turin, Club officials are tight-lipped as to 
whether this was an attempted suicide but Police 
are saying they are investigating all possibilities. 
In factnot much has run smoothly since the FIGC 
announced the trial. At the commencement of 
the trial on June 29th, four clubs and 26 officials 
were called forward to answer the allegations. 
Two hours into the trial, the judge was forced 
to adjourn to consider defence lawyers claims 
that the trial has no authority to question those 
club and FIGC officials, such as the Juventus

While many pundits speeu- 
late on the outcome of these trials, no one can 
really be sure as to what will eventuate. There is 
a lot of.4alk on the street as to what will happen 
to the four clubs in question and their players 
but nothing has been decided yet despite con- 
jecture in the media as to what divisions the four

clubs will be paying in and How many points 
they will be stripped of.

‘a souvlaki on offer, Personally that wasn't enough, al- 
though satisfying, I'm the type of person that likes a bit 
of variety and I think if they added Dim Sims or Potato 
Cakes, it would give a couple more options. I give the 
variety at Kingston 2/10. 

The pricing was decent with Hot chips $3, Soft drinks 
$3, Tea/Coffée $2, Beer $5, Sports drinks $3, Spirits $6 
and a Souvlaki $6, Calculating the price to spend if you 
were a family of 4 would be about $25 and that’s hav- 
ing all four family members eating and drinking. But, 
not including the father of the family buying scotch, 
because I noticed at Kingston there are quite a few men.

cigarette or souvlaki in the other. I give the price at

The wait to buy food is about 2 minutes long. You 
normally order and pay, then receive your food else~ 
where. | saw throughout the seniors and reserve games 
people were buying food and walking away in a short 
period of time, with hardly ever a queue, unless it was 
for scotch or beer, 

I would say that the time to not wait was 10/10.
